“Someone introduced us. I was told to look after him and we got 
talking,” says Morgan. “We got on well. He stayed the night and 
we arranged to meet two days later.” 

On one occasion Morgan, 
having sneaked with Alistair 
into his house late at night, 
had to hide in the wardrobe 
when Mum came into the 
bedroom the next morning . 
“My parents don’t know I’m 
gay” says Alistair, but Mor¬ 
gan’s parents do, and they’re 
quite accepting of the situa¬ 
tion. “They accept Alistair 
now as my boyfriend and he 
gets on with them well” adds 
Morgan. “I introduced him to 
my mum as ‘my affair’ and 
she’s got to know him as a 
person”. Alistair laughs “I 
used to ring Morgan up every 
day and she was soon used 
to chatting to me.” 

Now Alistair and Morgan 
share a flat together. Like many people they joined a long queue before 
finding somewhere reasonable to live. “We started with a settee and a 
cooker” says Morgan “and a few things chipped in by my family. “With only 
two months to their first anniversary times have certainly changed for Alistair 
and Morgan.

the pub again. Soon business picked up and 
the Victoria once more became a popular watering 
hole for East Midlands gays. 

“I was tipped off last week that the manage¬ 
ment were planning to sack me so I left. I paid 
myself and all the staff, and they left with me” says 
Andrew. Glenn Miller, who also worked at the 
Victoria Inn said he had been sacked and then 
been re-instated last year as well. He said he 
believed that the owners were taking things out on 
the staff because of their own personal problems at 
the time. 

OUTRIGHT contacted the gay pub-owner, K 
Barker, who also runs four other straight pubs in 
Derby. He Denied that Andrew was about to be 
sacked and said that as far as he was concerned 
gay people had brought this closure on them¬ 
selves. “I have spent a lot of money on this pub” 
he added. “I don’t ask people to take a sexuality 
test when they come in here - gay people have got 
to learn to blend in with things. I will be re-opening 
the Victoria as a straight pub shortly” he said. 

Meanwhile Derby is down to two gay venues 
again. Andrew said he hoped to be working for 
another gay business in the town shortly.

VICTORIA INN IS OUT! 



Derby has just lost one third of its 
gay venues with the closure of the 
Victoria Inn, along with all its gay bar 
staff. Within a week of its first 
anniversary celebrations the popular 
pub suddenly closed, following dis¬ 
agreements between the owner, 
Nigel Barker, and pub manager 
Andrew Hartley on how the Victoria 
should be managed. 

Andrew Hartley told OUT¬ 
RIGHT he worked at the pub from 
November last year to January this 


year but left after a disagreement with 
the owner. In his absence the pub 
reverted to a mixed gay and straight 
admission policy, and in June the pub 
was attacked by a group of maraud¬ 
ing straight men who smashed up the 
place just before the police arrived. 
Further publicity in the Derby Evening 
Telegraph resulted in a fall off in gay 
custom, until owner Nigel Barker per¬ 
suaded Andrew to return and manage

I have had men in the house. Unfortunately our esteemed Council’s 
Environmental Health Department were unable to help with this problem, 
therefore I had to endure its presence for the better part of the summer.
